The  1990-91  school  year 
brought  many  changes  to  GCHS. 
After  coping  with  construction 
for  over  a  year,  students  returned 
to  a  school  that  was  finally  “com¬ 
plete.”  The  finishing  touches  were 
added  right  before  school  opened. 
The  biggest  news  of  the  year  was 
that  new  principal  Paul  Britt  as¬ 
sumed  the  responsibilities  of  both 
the  larger  campus  and  a  larger 
student  body.

A  busy  1990-91  senior  year  started  even  before  September  as  seniors 
reported  to  GCHS  in  August  for  senior  portraits.  After  selecting  officers,  a 
class  flower,  and  class  song  in  September  and  October,  the  real  work  began 
in  November  as  students  took  orders  for  the  Christmas  fruit  sale.

The  most  notable  change  in  the  de¬ 
partment  this  year,  however,  was  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  Miss  Nadia  Quiroz,  a  native  of 
Mexico,  to  the  department.  Having  pre¬ 
viously  taught  social  studies  in  a  private 
school  in  Mexico  and  English  to  busi¬ 
nessmen  and  college  students  through 
the  Independent  University  of  Mexico, 
Miss  Quiroz  came  to  GCHS  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Center  for  International 
Education,  which  has  placed  many  for¬ 
eigners  within  a  two-hour  radius  of  Em¬ 
poria  for  the  purpose  of  mixing  cultures 
and  ideas  within  the  educational  system. 

In  an  interview  with  Angela  Bishop, 
Miss  Quiroz  noted  the  cultural  differ¬ 
ences  between  the  people  of  the  United 
States  and  those  of  Mexico.  Miss  Quiroz 
belonged  to  a  culture  where  the  people 
are  conscientious  and  willing  to  share 


what  they  feel,  think  and  believe.  She 
feels  that  the  people  of  the  United  States 
pay  more  attention  to  everyday  things 
instead  of  their  feelings.  Because  of  her 
culture,  she  feels  that  she  needs  to  “share 
her  feelings  with  people.”  In  addition  to 
teaching,  Miss  Quiroz  enjoys  going  to  the 
movies.  Her  favorite  actors  include 
Woody  Allan  and  Dustin  Hoffman,  and 
she  enjoys  Steven  Spielberg  movies.  Her 
taste  in  music  varies  from  Phil  Collins, 
Peter  Gabriel,  Queen,  Janis  Joplin  and 
Bob  Marley  to  Cuban  and  Brazilian  mu¬ 
sic.
